It is said that the 
Secretary ia of opinion that acoess to theso 
eecrot reconla of the department could have 
been obtained ci ly throngh tho connivance 
of an employe of the department, It ia 
clear to his mind that there ia a lealc some- 
where, and ho proposes to locate it if pos. 
siblc. He aooordingly gave orders this 
morning for a thorough investigation of the 
mutter, with -the view. to summary. action 
Id tho oaao ' of the offender, should it be 



found he is an oflicer of the Government. 
Secretary Gresham' said that he is always 
willing to make public all the business of 
tho department that can bo told with pro- 
priety, but that there are many matters 
necessarily secret in their character, which 
cannot be disclosed without detriment to 
foreign relations. It is therefore considered 
absolptely essential that they should not 
pass into the hands of employes tainted 
with the least suspicion of uatrustworthi- 
ncBS.- The result of tho present investiga- 
tion will bo awaited with interest.

London, Juuo 7.— Tho moinoriiil atone of 
the row wing cf the Royal United Service 
Institution, better known to the public as 
tho Chapel Royal, Whitehall, was laid to- 
day by the Frinoe of Wales, who was 
assisted by Prince Edward, of Saxo- Wei- 
mar, and Prince Adolphua, of TecU.

Tlio "IJavriiniore " Kiduappiugf Affair 
—Opening of the Co"\richan Indian 
Murder Case, 



(Special to tho Colonist.) 
Nanai.mo, June 7- — In the Assize Court 
to-day a verdict of guilty of receiving stolen 
goods was returned in the caao of James 
Baxter, tried on two counts of larceny and 
receiving goods known to be stolen. 

J. P. Walls entered a nolle prosequi in tho 
case of two seamen, F. Jocrnsen and H. 
Holtz, charged with being implicited in the 
Hiwumore kidnapping uirair. 

This afternoon the Indian nmrder case 
was^ opened. Several witnesses were exam- 
ined and the case is likely to last over Fri- 
day. Great interest ia evinced in tho trial. 
Tho court house ia crowded with Indians. 
The murder of Johnny Isair Ijokuin, for 
which Ijonis Underwood ia nosv being tried, 
is supposed to have occurred on the evening 
of December (i, 1891. O.i the afternoon of 
that doy (Sunday) Louis Underwood and 
three other Indiana visited Johnny's house 
at Cowiohau. Whilst there Louis and the 
deceased ijuarrellsd and fought. They 
were scpariited by other Indians, all of 
whom got drunk and saw nothing more of 
Johnny or Louia, That evening, late, In- 
dian Pc:to and his wife Christina, when 
coming home along tho Koksilah 
-road, met Underwood, who was drunk. 
He told them he had killed Johnny, and 
said where he had buried him. Next 
morning the couple visited tho spot, and 
discovered the body of Johnny concealed 
under a heap of brush. Owing to the 
threats made by Louis, neither said a word 
ef what he had told their or of the dis- 
covery of the body, ^leanwhile, Johnny 
was missed, and a search party sent out, 
which, led by Underwood, failed to re- 
cover the ndssiug man. Last Christ- 
mas Underwood, who . wua cruzy 
with drink, atabbrd himself iu the 
abdomen. Chrisiiaa thinkini; ho would 
die, let out tho purticulara of tho murder, 
which, coming to the ears of Conat-.blc 
Maitlaud-Dougall, roaulttd in Underwood's 
arrest. Chriatina'a stateuienl was taken in 
writing. .Since then, some few weeks ago, 
she was drowned in the Nanaimo harbor. 
Tho body of Johnny was recovered some 
time buck by accident. An Indian dog waa 
found with a jaw bono in his mouth having 
round it the dead man's red handkerchief. 
Tho juw bone was taken to Indian 
Agent Lomas, and a tresh search was 
instituted, when the remains .were found.

EEPAEAllON DIMANDED. 

Outrage Upon a British Sailor at New 
Orleans By a Customs OiUciaL 

Nkw Out.iianh, ,Tune 7. — Reparation, 
pecuniary and by apology, has been asked 
of the department of State by tho liritiah 
umbus'jador at Washington for the action of 
the captain of night inspeotora in New 
Orleans on May '2, in arresting first mate R. 
K. Maile, of ihc ateuinship Nigria, and 
locking him up in a city juil. The custoina 
(jllioer had detailed a night inspector lo 
watoh tho Nigria, and the movementa of 
this inspector in walking about on the deck 
of the vessel kept hor ollicors awake, and 
First Mate Mailu jirotested. When tbo 
captain of the night inspectors came 
along, tho ship's ollicer renewed his ob- 
jections to tho action of tho inspector, aud 
lie had s3mo heated words with Captain 
Morgan, commander of the night, force, 
whereupon tho latter arrested him, took 
him forcibly off the ship and placed him in 
one of the preomct "jails, where he remained 
all night. 

The case is complicated by the fact that 
upon the preliminary examination of Maile 
the United States Commissioner decided that 
he had committed no oOjencc, and discharged 
him from custody, thus making a case of 
pure false imprisonment. The resident 
iSritiah consul was informed of the case, 
and he in turn laid on exhaustive ^report of 
tho matter before Sir Julian Pauncefoto, 
upon which tho latter has based a demand 
for an apology and financial indemnity to 
Mr. Muile. Si^eciul Agent Link, of the 
treueury department, ia hero investigating 
the case for tho Government, and nothing 
will be done until hia report is forwarded.

Messages of Regret at the Deceased's Death 
—The Arrangements for the 
Funeral. 

Nkw York, June 7. — Letters or tele 
grams were received at tho player's club 
to-day from almost every prominent actor 
and actress in the country, bearing mcs 
sages regretting Mr. Booth's death. They 
were all sent to Mrs, Grossman, Mr 
Booth's daughter. 

The body will be buried on Friday even- 
ing in Mount Auburn cemetery, near 
Boston. The funeral services will be 
held in this city on that diy at 0:30, ut 
the Little Church around the Corner, 
IJishop Potter ollieiating. Tho pallbear 
era will be ,Ioseph Jell'eraon, A. M 
Palmer, ex-Judge Charles H. Daly, Parke 
Goodwin, Eastman Johnson, Horace How 
ard-Furnesa aud Will Bisham. No ono 
will be admitted to tho church without 
card. Tho chief mourners will be 
Ignatius and Mrs. Oroaainun, their two 
uliililteii, Mr. and Mrs. Jiishum, Mr. 
Groaaman'a brother and sister, and Jolin 
Henry Magonigic and wife. Immediately 
after the servicea the funeral cortege will 
move to tlie Grand Central depot and the 
remaina of the great actor will be taken to 
lioatou. 

'Tho remains were embalmed this morn- 
ing at the Playera' Club. A cast of the 
dead man's faco waa taken by John H. A. 
Walthausen. Ho said that Booth's face 
was life like in expression aud looked as 
uatUi'al as when he had luat seen the trage- 
dian on the stage.

How the New Government Buildings Qnes- 
tion Presents Itself to the Ulnd of 
a Stranger. 

The following are two excerpts from the 
letter of T. H. Preston, owner of the Brant- 
ford, Oat., Expositor, written while hero 
with tho Western Preea Asaccialion : 

THE COVEKN.MENT l!Cn,Ul.S(!.S 

are old und antiijuated, low and aquatty, 
and of the Dutch type of architecture. 
They have loug since survived their uaeful- 
nesa, and it ia aatiafuctory to know that the 
erection of struciuros more worthy tho 
provinoo haa been ordered.

He ia a lawyer by profession and ia declured 
by Ilia friends to bo by all odda tho ablest 
man in the I'rwvincc. The leader of tho Op- 
puaitinu ia Mr. Heaven, mayor of Victoria, 
who irealid ua ii.oat kindly, und to him and 
[ho corporation wo were made indebted for 
a charming drive. Party polilica, ua wo 
know them in the Iviat, cut no lignro in 
Provincial aU'eirs here, and tho struggle ia 
entirely one between the ins anil the outa. 

In connection with the Government build- 
ingH, it should be menlioned that hero ia to 
ho found the Provircii'.l niuaeum, which ia a 
place of unuaual interest, containing, us it 
does, specimens of the animala, plants, tini- 
lior and minerula of the Province, together 
with a valuable oollegtion of Indian curios.

There were fonrteeu (ifty- 
poumlera ou boartl ua ulao seven nnu'liiue 
guns, the latter being principally Nordi-n- 
felta. After tho inspection a collaliou was 
aerved and Bpeechea delivered, und the 
parly returned to., shore, as they had come,

They will not soon forget tho royal welcome 
which ia everywhere charucteriatio of ihe 
Britiah oificer and gentleman. The Garuot, 
by tho way, baa with her a torpedo-boat re- 
cently brought frMii Chili, und is nuder 
orders to aail for Behring Sou. She ia an 
old boat, and the pteaent is thought likely 
to be her last commission.

V Summer— Latest Kaslo 
News. ' '

NEr.soN, Juno 2. — Tboao who undbratanil 
tlio signs of the times best are united in Bay- 
ing lhi\t the o'ntlook in this region is more 
encouraging junt now than ever liofnro. A 
nuinbor of ruilroud ofl'miula, woU up in Uie 
ranks have bought property iu dilTorent 
parts of tho country, luul lue allowing an iu- 
cliuatioii to boo )UiJ ideatiliod with tliia sec- 
tion. Tliis is certainly very eiguiticaut from 
t!io fact tliat these nieu an; in a position to 
judge bolter than any others what, steps will 
bu taken in their lir.o during the couiiug 
season , and thatlliey have coutiilcnee enoiigli 
in the country to invest ia a vohmio of coiu- 
niondation iu itself. 

President Van Horn.! and a nuoiber of 
distiiiguislied gu at.i arc just nyiv talcing in 
tho country fruin one i^ncl to the other, anil ; 
the rcault of 1 lie trip wil 1) ) eagerly looked 
for. 'L'lii-y expreaa tluiuselves lit; much 
pleased wu-h tlie womierful showing which 
ilao been nmle lu^ro in so ehort'a lengih of 
tiniG and aluo a belief that with Buoh re- 
Bonrces tho Ivootenuy country generally is 
bound to take a front rank position among 
tho richest sections of Canada. 

It will be remembered that some weeks 
ago the Spokane merchants held an indigna- 
tion meeting, in whioh, after roundly de- 
nottnoing the manner in which they bad 
'been treated by tho through lines of rail- 
roads into their city, they resolved to seek 
a remedy. This took the form of a resolu- 
tion to offer a certain amount of guaranteed 
tonnage for two years to the G, P. people in 
return for a direct transoontinestal line of 
communication into Spokane, This could 
be .accomplished by runuing through the 
Crow's Ncst pass and getting in over the 
Nelson and Fort Sheppard line. 

There ia reason to believe that Mr. Van 
Home's visit is connected in some wuy with 
this oder. Certain it is that an important 
move in that direction may bo looked for in 
tho near future. 

The Premier is just now busy iu absorbing 
large draughts of information with regard 
to the needs of this country. He is neglect- 
ing no opportunity to post himself on tho 
mining interests and their peculiar require- 
ments, and the result will undoubtedly be 
greatly beneficial to this region at the next 
session of the Legislature. It is underst.'ud 
that the trip will bo closed by several meet- 
ings, in which tho Preinior will invito an 
expression of o,.inion f.-oin the mining men 
of this and other towns, as to the most de- 
sirable changes which mi^ht he made in tho 
present mining laws. The result will un- 
doubtedly be a better understanding all 
round.

Surveyor J. T. Kilchie is no>v 
completing the survey of thirty blocks of 
the cleared portion of the townsito. The 
c imploiion of tho steel hridgn over tho Pond 
d'Oreille is only a (juestion of a few weeks 
and then everything on that end of the 
railroad will be uiove<l at once to Sayward. 



K \si,o, May IU.— " The Pilot I5ay smelter 
will be huilt this summer • that is a fact b.;- 
yond oontr.idiction. " Such were tho woriU 
expressed by U H. Tonilinson, prominently 
identified with the compiny which is build- 
ing tho smelter Mr. Tonilinson arrived 
here yesterday from Pilot Uiv, where he 
landed on May L'l. He spam the winter in 
Southern climes for the benefit of bis health, 
and reached New York at the end of April. 
Thenc i he went to Chicago to inspect a 
large exhibit of Montana are being made at 
the l''air by his company. Whilst there he 
was taken ill and spent live days in tho hos- 
pital. Mr. Tonilinson came out to Koote- 
nay on his own business. When <iuestioiieii 
he vouchsafed the reply given above. Dr. 
Farrall, president of the company, was at 
present in Europe, but would reach home in 
time to be present at the annual meeting to 
be held in Butte at the end of Juno. .Mr. 
Tomlinson was positive in his declaration 
that work on the smelter would be begun 
early in July and pushed to a speedy com- 
pletion. Hut two weeks were required to 
place the smelter in oonditiou for smelting 
tho ores apart from tho roasting process, all 
the boilera being now connected. No one 
was employed there at present, but 100 men 
would soon bu engaged What mining 
properties were controlled by the company 
in this district would ho worked so .soon as 
the weather permitted, the ore being hauled 
to Kaslo and then shipped down. ICir.irt.H 
would be put forth also to obt.iin several of 
tho b,!Ht mining properties in the Slocan, i;o 
us to feed the smelter with their own ore. 
Mr. Tonilinson ridiculed tho idea of abandon- 
ing the smeller, as too much money had 
been sunk there to sacrifice it now. This 
means a great deal for Kaslo.

cnL'incirs near I^ardo for that road, and will 
undoubtedly lie placed on the market at an 
early date. The men have been there for 
almost a month.

THE SEWERS. 

It must not be thought that because tho 
riitepayors have refueed to sanction tho 
$700,000 loan by-law, the idea of completing 
the sewers has been given up. We are 
, «erUin' tbat saoh is not the cose. Every in- 
^iigent eitizei? knows that tho sewers are 
-a necessity and that they should bo uou- 
etructotl at the earliest poaaiblo day, 
under a ayatoiii that will make tlio burden 
of building them comparatively light and 
that will ensure its being equitably distri- 
buted. All that is necessary to do this is 
henrty and intelligent oo-operution on the 

■ jBort of tho oitizona. 

Those who havo thought over the matter 
know tlmt after the sewers are built aud in 
gojd working orcicr, the enhancement of 
the value the property drained will, at 

■ the veiy least, be (ijualto the cost of the 
oonslruoiion of the sewers. They see that 
the improvement which a good system of 
sowers will effect will be of immense advan 
tags to the citizens in many ways, aanitary 
aud economic, and that the eewers will not 
be doing their good woric many months bo 
fore these advantages will be seen and felt 
by the moat unobservant of the citizens. 

We trust that the corporation wiU act 
with energy and declaiou in iuaiating on the 
aouncotiona being made with the sewera 
that have already been built. It is a 
jreproaoh to tho city that so few, oompur' 
atively, have taken advantage of the sewers 
that runs past their property. The little 
outlay that is required to make tho connect- 
ing drain is not for a moment to be com- 
pared with the advantage and convenience 
of liaving tho residence and the premises 
about it effectively drained. The law 
re(|iures the connection to be made, and the 
law should be enforced. It was, in ,our 
opinion, a mistake that the connecting 
dr.una v/ere not constructed wlien tho street 
sewera vvero being built. This would have 
ensured the city's getting tho benefit of tho 
sewers as soou as the system was put in 
working order, and it would not have been 
>at all more burdensome on the property 
wownors, than will the present clumsy mode 
of making tlie connections. No time should 
lie lo.'il in giving I he city the full advantage 
of the uowera that liavo been built. 



THE ST. PAUL CONVENTION. 

Tho Reciprocity Convention now silting 
in tho city of St. Paul, cannot fail of doing 
some good, both in tho United States and 
Canada. It is, as fur as it goes, calculated 
trio promote good feeling between the two 
'OOU'itries, and that of itself is a i^ood deal. 
'The United States and Canada being such 
near neighbors and having so uuieh in eom- 
tnon in otlier respects, it is to the interest 
of both tliat. there should be a good under- 
standing between their Governments and 
"dlineas between their inbabitantr. 
nothing to bo gained by creating 
'fostering je.ilousiea between 
•>adiana, but there ia a 
. • ... 'iBd by their eulti-

gain in the way of trade must necessarily ■ 
bo lost by the other. Thi.s notion is far too ' 
prevalent on both sides of tho line. Too 
many seem to think that commercial inter- 
osurse between nations resembles a gam- 
bling game. They believe that what one 
g jins in trade tho other loses. They seem 
to lose sight of the fact that most dealings, 
whether between individuals or nations, are 
profitable to both tho partita. If this were 
not the case trade could not exist. The 
Amerioans have a striking example among 
themselves of the mutuality of the advan- 
tage of Icgitinuito trade. There is no trade 
barrier of any kind between tho different 
states of tho Union. Tho different slates 
trade witli each other as freely as different 
parts of tho aamo town or county. Yot 
no barm, but great good, has como to all tho 
statcsfrom th's reciprocal trade. No onoState 
has grown rich at the expenae of the others. 
Seeing this, it ia surpriaiug th.\t any Ameri- 
can would think that his country was con- 
ferring a favor on Canada by making trade 
between them less restricted. He ought to 
aee that tho people ou tlio south side of the 
lino will gain quite as much by reciprocal 
trado »3 the people on the .north side. The 
advantage of tlio trade ia certain to be 
mutual. It is so now, although thedidieultieb 
placed in the way of commercial intercourse 
by the governments of the two countries are 
many and great. When once both Ameri- 
cana and Canadians are convinced that it is 
to tlieir intereatK to trade freely with each 
other, the relations between Iheni will bo 
both more pleasant and more profitable than 
thoy are now. The St. Paul convention will, 
wo hope, do much in a quiet and (.ffeciivo 
way to bring about this conviction. 

Tlie Convention is modest in tho expres- 
sion of itii opinions and moderate in its re- 
quireintnls. It ia evidently not under tlio 
control of either theorists or f J.ddiat8. To 
remove tarilT restrictions as far a^ can be 
consistently done with a due regird to 
the re(|uirement3 of tlie revenue and other 
interests of tho iwo nations, is a policy 
which will recommend itself to Cmadinna 
nf all SROtionfi and all parties, und wo aro 
sure it ought to be well received by the 
Americans. The McKinley tariff has not 
been such a brilliant success that even tho 
oKtrcnic protectioniata of the Statea should 
be unwilling to try the effect cf a more lib 
oral, as well aa a more neighborly policy. 

If once a reasonable reciprocity in trade 
were established between the two countries, 
wo feel quite sure that no seuaible man on 
this side of tho line would object to u reci- 
procity in the use of cjnals and other water 
ways. Cheap transportation ia, in these 
days, ono of the csaeutials of euccesaful 
trade, and the United Statea and Canada 
would he only consulting tho interests of 
the people of tho two countries if they ea- 
couraged such cheapness in a.11 fair and 
legitimate ways. The jealousy of 
the Canadian Paolfic Railway displayed 
by some Americana who are not interested 
in rival railway lines, ia not creditable 
to either their intelligence or their patriot- 
ibin. If that line is a convenience to tho 
business of any part of the United States, it 
is an advantage to the country, Tho very 
competition which excites the anger of some 
railway men is most beneficial to the Ameri- 
can people. 

The deliberations of the St. Paul Con- 
vention may not have a direct effdot upon 
the Government of either the United States 
or of the Dominion ; but if it helps to form 
a healthy public opinion on both sides ef the 
national boundary line with respect to trade, 
it will do gi5od serviiic, and u aervico which 
ia greatly needed by both countries. 



JUDICIOUS SriCKCIL 

President Cleveland ia not very fond of 
talking. He never makes a sptech for the 
fun of tho thing or for tho pleaauro of hear- 
ing tho sound of his own voice. Tho conae- 
rjucnce is that when he does speak he is 
heard with attention, and his utterances 
hi.ve an immediate and a wide spread 
effect. 

When tho commercial men of the United 
Statea, a little while ago, became alarmed 
at; the diminution of the Government's gold 
reserve, and when they were told that it was 
tho intention of the Government to redeem 
tho rroasury notes with silver, ho consider 
ed that the intereats of the country rirjuircd 
him to apeak, und he did apeak. Aa soon 
as hia reasauring worda were read tho alarm 
snbaided. The people knew that President 
Cleveland meant what ho said, and that ho 
would do what ho had promised, and they 
were convinced that there would bo no 
trouble from the failure of the Government 
to redeem ita paper with gold. 

There aro again diatruat and fear in com- 
mercial circles in the United Statea. Tlio 
feeling cannot be attributed to any single 
cause. People are afraid, they hardly know 
of what, but their diErjuiot and distrust 
have made theinaclvea felt in tho business of 
tho country. The President liaa again 
thought that it waa hia duty to do what he 
ould to restore tho oonfideuco of the people 
of the United States in themselves, their 
Government and the resources of their 
country. Ho informed them that Congress 
would meet before tho 15th of Septe.'nber, 
when the representatives of tho people 
would havo tho opportunity of inilting a 
atop to o policy whi.:h had been the chief 
cause of their uneasiness. He gave bis 
opinion of that policy clearly and fearlessly, 
and he, in cff<:ot, told tho people that it 
depended entirely on thcniaolves whether or 
•V period of financial disaater would be 
•■ed. Ho said : 

, that between now and tho meet- 
jngrcss nmch depends upon the 
f those engaged in 6nanoial opora- 
iud business enterprises. Our vast 
.-al resources and credit are abundantly 
iciont to justify them in tho utmost 
Ith and confidence. If, inalcud of being 
righleneil, they are conservative, and if in 
stead of gloomily anticipating inmicdialo 
diauater, thoy oontributu their share of 



liopo and steadiness, they perform a patri- 
otic duty and at tho aame time protect ili^-ir 
own intereata The thiiiga iuat. now needed 
are coolnetsuud calmness in financial circles, 
and study and reiieotion among the people." 

These are well considered words. The 
President does not try to buoy up tho peo- 
ple with false hopes. He does not attempt 
to flatter them, but he tells them seriously 
tho danger ia not ho great as they suppose, 
and that if they take courage and uct with 
prudence the misfortune with which they 
are threatened will be averted. It is 
olmoat certain that tho President's words 
will have the effect ho desired. They will 
prevent the panic which ho caw coming on. 
Wo believe that when the danger is over 
tho people of the United States will, when 
they look baok, see how muoh the timely 
assurances of President Cleveland . did in' 
ISO.'} to avert oommeroiul disaster. 



A OLOmOVS DREAM. 

Mr. Carnegie, the American millionaire, 
though a loyal citizen of tho United States, 
h is not lost his love for bis mother country, 
nor has he ceased to admire and believe in 
the race to which he belong.a. lie sees 
gieat possibililiea in the Anglo-Saxon race. 
He knows what that race has done in tho 
past, and he thinks he acea what it ia cap- 
able of doing in the future. Ho has given 
expression to his views on this great subject 
in un article wdiich appears in the June 
nnmlier of tho North American lleview. 
In tliat article he eiideavura to allow the 
advantages that would follow an alliance of 
tho I'jUgliah-apcaUing peoples of the world. 
Tho idea is a magnificent one. Aro the 
English-speaking nations and gommiuities 
of the world destined to waste their 
strength in striving against eacli other, or are 
they to unite and, for their own benefit and 
for the improvement and elevation of man- 
kind, form such a coinmonwealth aa th 
world has not yet seen, or hardly dreamed 
of ? The possibilities of suoh a union are 
literally boundless. Mr. Carnegie is not 
tho only man who has tried to think what 
tho world would bo like if all those who 
speak the Kogliah language made up their 
minds to work together for their own good 
and for tho good of tho world.

used to display the medals for the nurses, 
just received from the makers. ' Ot these 
there were two aets, tho one ooUoolion being 
for tho nurses of the hospital proper, ordered 
by resolution of the directors ; the second 
set being for the nurses of the smallpox 
quarantine of 1S92, made by instruction of 
President Davies. Of the nurses' medals, 
or brooches, for they are all in the latter 
form, two are of gold and a third of silver. 
The six " smallpox medals" are silver— five 
brooches — and are designed to bo worn aa a 
pendant watch Oharnj. K.ich of tbo little 
tokens of appreciation ia in the form of a 
Maltese cross, very siniplu in design. The 
lioapital medala bear thu words " Provincial 
liiiyal Jubilee Ho'pital," one wnr<l on each 
poiot, willi the \vo:d "Victoria" in tbo 
centre, and "ii the reverse side have en- 
graved the n.ime of the nurse to whom pre- 
sented, and the dace. Tho quaruuiino 
bddgeu bear thu inscription, "Victoria 
Quarantine Station, lSi)2— I'resonted by the 
P. R. Jubilee Hospital," and the name. 

Miss Hardie was the first of the hospital 
staff to receive her medal — a gold one. Its 
companion goes to Miss Debou, while the 
silver one is for Miss Oriokmay, The 
quarantine nurses are the three. Misses 
Hardio, Miss Dchou, .Miaa Grioknmy ' and 
Mr. Charles Haaaler.

Thia was Dr. Helncken's view of tho ease 
and, it being shared by tho Board, it was 
decided to forward tho medals to the 
proper x'arties by registered post. 

In regard to the quarantiuo medals, the 
Board, not h.aving piven tho order, decided 
to tako no action until President Uavies' re- 
turn. Several of tho directors held to tho 
opinion that paying the nurses at the rate 
of ,*7, Sli, and §.') ner day for all tbo time 
they weie within ho i|u ir.intine gates was 
ample recognition o: their services, valuable 
indeed aa all would admit tbey were. 

The doctor's report aa read was received 
and flicd, as waa also the report of the 
matron. Thia latter dooument sot forth 
that .Miss Liura Parvia, of Vancouver, had 
miide application for enrolment as a proba- 
tioner, and that Miss Stuart, of Victoria, 
h iving given saiisfaotion, had'been reorived 
in that cipacity.

Ic was de- 
sirable that the matter should bo loi)ked 
into, and Mr. Brown accordingly moved its 
reference to tho coimnittee of tho mouth.

Before the Board adjourned, Mr. Chudloy 
brought to the attention of tbe meeting the

These factia certainly do not lead to similar 
conclQBion8.'\ ■ • 

The resolution of the Koyal College of 
Snrgeoos is only what might have been ex- 
pected. But the distinguished members of 
that auguat body have already ohanged- 
their minds several timea on the subject, 
and aa to their atateinents that tho risk ia 
infiniti'.aimal, it ts puliicient to say that in 
the last ten yeura more than 500 deatlia 
have been reported by the Mnglisb Regis- 
trar-General aa ariaing inuiudiately from 
vaccination. It may be said that tho num- 
ber ia email in conip iriaon with the popula- 
tion. True, but, auppope one of these little 
children lisiipona to have been yours or 
mine. There ia no consolation for the 
inouruer in a favorable percentage.

Another signiticiuit fact is that a bill in- 
trodneed by the Home Secretary, Mr, As- 
quith, bus ju.st bt^'u read a lirat time and, 
being a 'Jovei nnieiit nicaaurc, it will no 
doubt be carried. Ah the paasagi! of soch a 
bill WLia stated by the higheat nutliDritics in 
both lIijuseH of the lato Parli.uiieiit lo be 
tantuiiionnt to ihu repeal of the ViX'cin.ition 
acts, the aitu.ilicjo is eui'tainly glooiiiy for 
the vi'.eoinisis, oinee any pareni, by paying 
twenty. mo ahillinj;.", tho extreme penalty, 
down to ai.xpenee in snnio Uoiona, may snap 
his lingers uL tho anilioritiea ; a coneumma- 
tion devoutly lo be ileplorod.
